Price Helping Sponsor 
Truth in Polling Bill 

Citing the “crucial role”,that 
public opinion polls will play in 
t h e presidential nominating 
process in the next two months, 
Cong. Melvin Price announced 
from his office in Washington 
yesterday that he has co-spon¬ 
sored a measure in the House 
of Representatives which calls 
for "Truth-in-Polling."’ 

He said he wants to assure 
the public that the polling proc¬ 
ess is not being abused “either 
by the candidate or the poll- 

' l The Price "Truth in Polling- 
bill, wjiich has the support “of 
George Gallup, a noted national 
opinion surveyor, has been co¬ 
sponsored in the House by 
many members. It was origi¬ 
nally drafted by Cong. Lucien 
N. Nedzi ((D, Michigan). 

The bill would apply only to 
polls relating to elections, politi¬ 
cal candidates and political is¬ 
sues which, are published in 
newspapers or magazines of 
general circulation. 

The disclosure called for in¬ 
cludes the name of the person 
who commissioned the poll, the 
method used in compiling the 
sample of voters, the number 
of people questioned, dates 
within which the polling was 
made, the questions posed, the 
methods used py the pollster 
and the numerical results of 
the poll. Disclosure would be 
made to the Librarian of Con¬ 
gress within three days after 
the results of the poll are first 
distributed. 

In another area involving this 
year's national elections. Price 
disclosed that he is actively 
supporting efforts to suspend 
the "equal time" provisions of 

the Federal Communications 
Act so that the candidates of 
the two major parties could 
face each other in televised de¬ 
bates later this year.

Still another opinion was on 
temporary appointments.

Allen stated that state laws 
provide for the mayor to make 
temporary appointment to an 
office when an office is va¬ 
cant. The office of public engi¬ 
neer was created Sept. 21, 1964,

year. Allen added that there 
is no mention of 30 days, but

time being.”

Before calling for committee 
reports, the mayor's three ap¬ 
pointments to the Animal Shel¬ 
ter board were approved.

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Francis Seeks Account 
On County Demo Funds 

| Terryl W. Francis, candidate 
I for the Democratic nomination 
, for state representative, has 
' asked Walter “Buck” Simmons, 
county Democratic chairman, 

J for an accounting of party funds 
t handled by the county organiza¬ 
tion. In another statement, he 
r called for changes in the tax 
, revenue system, favoring a 
’ state income tax instead of 
other forms of taxation. 

Most of the county party fund 
comes from lugs on state and 
county workers and from con¬ 
tributions from slated candi¬ 
dates, Francis said, with the 
money used to pay precinct 
committeemen to hire workers. 

Francis said that if the books 
were opened, they would show 
that party funds are not distrib- 
ted equally or by any set 
formula among the committee¬ 
men. 

The books also would show 
that many state job holders in 
the inner-circle (the machine) 
do not pay their share into the 
fund, he said, asking the 
amount of money from state 
salaries paid by Christ Costoff 
(Venice township leader) or 
Horace Calvo. supported by the 
organization for the representa¬ 
tive nomination. 

He claims that most of the 
money is spent in primary elec¬ 
tions, with little left for general 
elections for Democratic candi¬ 
dates as Paul Douglas.

He cited those with incomes 
of more than $1 million who pay 
no taxes while others living on 
meager pension pay up to 25% 
through sales, excise and prop¬ 
erty taxes.

Only seconds after he had completed an 
address of victory in the Democratic primary 
race for presidential convention delegates. Sen¬ 
ator Robert F. Kennedy was felled by a gunshot 
wound of the head, almost duplicating the way 
in which his brother.

When our national leader was slain only 
four years, six months and 12 days ago, we 
disagreed with the contention of some that an 
atmosphere of hate and violence was primarily 
at fault. The gun was fired, after all, by only 
one person. 

A violent climate is more discernible this 
year, although again only a single psychopath 
appears to have been responsible. In the tragic 
"morning after" of the bloodshed in a major 
Los Angeles hotel, it is much harder to under¬ 
stand why there is such public and official tol¬ 
erance of crime, why weapons remain so easily 
available, why so many citizens are able to jus¬ 
tify virtually any means to an end, without suf¬ 
ficient regard for human life and dignity and 
without adequate awareness that law enforce¬ 
ment and order arc essential. 

The time is at hand when there must be 
resolute action at all levels to restore full mean¬ 
ing to U.'S. democratic ideals, making freedom 
not just a word on a 192-year-old document 
but an actuality in the daily lives of all.

Bipartisan Action Best Way to 
Solve State Revenue Deficit 

Gov. Shapiro and legislative leaders are 
right in discussing development of a joint reve¬ 
nue plan for study and possible action at the 
special session July 15. With two-thirds, ap¬ 
proval needed, nothing less than a bipartisan 
approach can succeed. 

A court ruling reducing anticipated service 
occupation tax funds has created the prospect 
of General Assembly steps to find supplemental 
income. The governor has entered the picture 
as a leader of the minority party in the legisla¬ 
ture and because it is the duty of his office to 
submit revenue recommendations. 

On paper, $231 million is needed, includ¬ 
ing $140 million to replace the service tax 
money. $37 million to offset repealed inherit¬ 
ance tax changes and $54 million to meet higher 
than expected public aid costs. 

Gov. Shapiro estimates the July 1. 1969, 
deficit at $170 million but has frozen capital 
improvements to reduce the amount of red ink. . 
Senate Republican Leader Arrington sees a good 
chance to avoid any tax increase. 

Fiscal experts have not completed an anal¬ 
ysis of the potential deficit, but there is some in¬ 
dication that corrective action could be taken 
early in the regular session opening next January 
rather than this summer. 

Whatever the decision, it is one that deeply 
affects every Illinois resident and property owner 
and should not be allowed to become a political 
football. To illustrate the gravity of the develop¬ 
ing problem, estimates of expanded state spend¬ 
ing in 1969-71 range from $375 million, at the 
conservative end. to $ I billion.
